I saw thousands 
of people, but knew none of them, They 
spoke neither to me nor to one another.

“All this time I neither felt nor needed 
the presence of a body.

fare without being treated as pirates. If 
we did that. we exonerate Spain from any 
liability for the destruction by the Iinsur- 
gents of the property of any citizens of the 
United States in Cuba. Bug, on the other 
hand, if Spain should succeed in reestab- 
lishing her authority over the island and we 
put in a claim for such damages, Spain need 
only prove that a state of flagrant war 
existed to defeat our claim, This is the 
cruelest and wickedest war that has been 
waged anywhere in the last hundred years. 
Talk about the war in Turkey, there is no 
comparison, It is a more wicked war than 
the one which stirred all Europe by its 
barbarities in 1826 between the Greeks and 
the Turks, 

I should myself first ask recognition of 
belligerency. I should have no hesitation 
myself, however, in voting for acknowFds- 
ing the independence of Cuba. If the Pres- 
ident urges non-interference, I think some 
of the Senators cf his. own party who 
have taken an interest in Cuba will be in- 
fluenced by the President's wishes and will 
desist from pushing the matter, and will 
be induced to keep quiet.

In 
view of more humane polity promised in 
Cuba I do not think it wise for the Sen- 
ate to take an aggressive step.

I prefer to await develop- 
ments. Should the President recommend 
non-interference, I believe his opinion would 
be respected by the Senate.

STARVATION IN SAGUA. 


Ship Captain Donovan Tells of the 
Horrors He Has Seen. 


Epecital to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—‘Hundreds of Cu- 
bans have starved in Sagua La Grande,”’ 
says Capt. Charles L. Donoypn of the good 
Americn ship Edna, 

“As many as twenty-five bodies, wasted 
to ekeletons, have been picked up in Sagua 
in one day.”’ 

A_chicken costs from $1.50 to $2. “If I 
cared for my own comfort in the future,” 
said Capt. Donovan, “I avouldn't tell of the 
horrors of Sagua. If ever I do go there 
again I am taking chances with the Span- 
ish officials. But I think it my duty asa 
man and as an American citizen to let 
Americans know the real condition of 
things. It makes my blood boil to think 
of the cruelty of the Spaniards. 

“People are sometimes sent: there to in- 
vestigate, but the Spanish officials treat 
them royally and keep the facts from them. 
“T arrived there eariy in October. Wey- 
ler, the butcher—and some of his own peo- 
ple call him that— had made a raid near 
Sagua, and all the Cuban women and chil- 
dren and did men were driven to Sagua 
la Grande, near Havana. The houses of 
these poor people were burned and the 
women could not*so much as get their 
clothing. Many of them came to Sagua, 
only to die from starvation, while the 
Spaniards had plenty. 

“The Consul told me that not a single 
able-bodied Cuban had arrived at Sagua, all 
Feports to the conirary notwithstanding. 
“The day I arrived the Consul told me 
that fifteen Cubans had been picked up in 
the streets of Sagua who had starved to 
death. The Consul told me that fifteen 
Was a comparatively low estimate of “tar- 
vat.on victims, and that the usual number 
was twenty to twenty-five. 

“I am a poor man myself, but I tell you 
I gouldn’t rest until I gave the Consul every 
single cent that I could spare, and more, 
too, perhaps. I was down there about 
forty-five days and I used to gend $3 or $4 
a day. Consulate Clerk Lowers was kind 
enough to acknowledge my small efforts 
by writing to me at Caibrien.”

The Breach of Promise Judgment of 
Over $54,000 Released and All

DANVILLE, IL, Nov. 27.—Public atten- 
tion down town to-day riveted itself on the 
famous buggy of John Gernand, in which 
he and Carrie Corbett were wont to drive 
about and in which they took that long 
drive to Vincennes.

TWO MEN WERE KILLED. 


A Coal Train Goes Through a Trestle 
With Fatal Results. 


WINCHESTER, Ky., Nov. 27.—Two lives 
were lost and thousands of dollars’ worth 
of property destroyed in a railroad accident 
that occurred several miles south of here 
this afternoon. A heavy freight train Dound 
north on the Kentucky Central branch of 
the Louisville & Nashville Rallroad was 
passing over a wooden trestle spanning & 
deep ravine, the structure gave way, pre- 
cipitating twenty-three coal laden cars to 
the rocks sixty-five feet below.

THE JUDGE WARNED THE AUDI- 
ENCE TO MAKE NO DEMONSTRA- 
TION OVER THE VERDICT. 


NEW TRIAL WILL BE ASKED FOR. 


Close of a Case That Has Attracted the 
Attention of the Country and 
Demanded Prompt Action 
by the Courts. 


James Scales, colored, was yesterday 
foumd guilty of assaulting Katherine Fisse, 
the 12-year-old daughter of Judge William 
BE. Fisse, and was sentenced to ninety-nine 
years in the penitentiary, Thejury was out 
about two hours, 

After hearing an elaborate exposition of 
the case, as viewed by the prosecution and 
as demonstrated by ex-Gov. Johnson and 
C. Orrick Bishop, the jury went to dinner 
and returned at 2:45 p.m. At 4 p. m. they 
filed into court and asked if there was a 
Missouri statute inflicting the death pen- 
alty in a case of rape where the victim was 


under the age of 14 years. 

Judge Zachritz refused to answer the 
question, as the law permitted him to talk 
on only such things as were mentioned in 
his instructions, 

The jury then retired, and at 4:45 brought 
in the verdict. At the time the court-room 
was crowded. Every seat was taken and 
people were standing up all over the room. 

Before the verdict was read Judge Zach- 
ritz announced from the bench that any 
demonstration on the part of the audience 
would receive his disapproval, and that the 
offenders would be punished to the full ex- 
tent of the law. 

Deputy Sheriffs Ruler and Becker then 
called in ten extra deputies and distribut- 
ed them through the crowd. 

Foreman Young of the jury, handed Clerk 
Adam Doerr the yerdict, and Mr. Doerr, 
standing ten feet from Scales, read the 
document. 

When the words, “find him guilty,” were 
read Scales stopped smiling and looked in- 
tently at the clerk. -When the punishment 
was announced Scales almost turned pale. 
There was certainly a change in his black 
color, He bit his under lip, crossed his legs 
and turned away from the clerk. 

Judge Fisse was sitting near Scales, When 
the verdict was announced he rose and 
walked into Circuit Attorney Egger’s office. 
There he stood by a window and looked 
blankly down into the street for nearly a 
half hour. To a reporter he said he had 
notning whatever to say relative to’ the 
verdict. He seemed deeply affected. His 
daughter was not present, 

W hen the verdict had been read there 
was silence {n the court-room. Fora few 
minutes everyone stood breathless. Then 
there was a move for the door and under- 
tone talking. Order was called for and the 


sas gn soe still. 
1en Judge Zachritz asked Attorne ~ 
ams for the defense if he desired to poll = 
jury. He waived the privilege and court 
was adjourned till Monday, the jury hav- 
ing been discharged. In a few minutes the 
court room was deserted, Scales was taken 
to the jail and the lights were turned out. 
Attorney Adams will ask for a new trial 
when Judge Zachritz calls for motions. 
The evening of Sept. 27 last Katie Fisse 
was passing through a yard of weeds back 
of her home at 3320 Russell avenue. She 
was seized by a negro and dragged over 
100 feet into the thicket. The little girl 
fought bravely. She tore the clothes of 
her assailant, scratched his flesh and did 
the best to defend herself, but the superior 


strength of the brute made her a martyr. 

Three days later Scales was arrested. The 
girl identified him and other evidence went 
a show that he was not telling all he 
new. 

The indictment was found and the trial 
occupled a little over a week, 

The two hours of the jury in arriving at 
a verdict were interesting. 

There was a test ballot at first. This 
showed that nine favored a penitentiary 
é6entence ranging in years from fifteen to 
ninety-nine. Three stood for the death pen- 
alty. These three were:

Another ballot brought them nearer to an 
understanding, and eight stood for n'nety- 
nine years.

“A tenderfoot,” says Mr. Ward, stands 
just as much show as anybody else. Take 
my case for example. Iam an old timer. I 
thought I knew aB much about the ground 
as the next man. I1 went over the Klon- 
dike region twice before its unlimited 
treasures were discovered. And tn another 
section where the seasoned miners shook 
their heads and passed on I have found

Peary, the Arctic explorer, sailed for Eu- 
rope to-day. He was accompanied by his 
wife. Lieut. Peary goes abroad princ'pally 
to deliver a lecture on the frozen North 
before the Royal Geographical Society Dec, 
6, and later betore the Scottish Geographical 
Society at Edinburgh. 

The explorer intends to take advantage 
of his trip abroad to visit Dundee, Peter- 
head and Aberdeen, where there are large 
whaling fleets. He will select from their 
number a vessel of about 500 tons register 
for his next expedition to the Arctic. “TI 
shall probably leave this city on my next 
search for the pole,” said the Lieutenant

LONDON, Nov. 27.—Barnum’s mammoth 
show is now in full possession of the gigan- 
tic Olympia Building, where hundreds of 
workmen are toiling day and night complet- 
ing preparations for the opening. ‘‘The noise 
of the hammering, the shouting of men and 
the roaring of wild animals and general 
chaos make it the nearest approach to pan- 
demonium this steady going village has ex- 
perienced for many days,”’ said Col. J. A.

“When Maximilian accepted the offer of 
the crown of Mexico it was at the advice of 
Ill. of France, who already had 
an army stationed there and who was eaget 
that an empire should be established,” said 
Gen. Gunner. “It is sald that he ‘guaran- 
teed Maximilian that the French troops 
should be maintained in the country until 
1868, but this promise, if it was made, was 
abrogated by the action of the Goyernment 
f the United Siates, which, as soon as the 
Civil War was over, took steps to enforce 
the Monroe Doctrine. These are matters of 
history Everybody knows in a general 
way of the countless troubles that beset 
Maximilian in his efforts to establish a 
dynasty in Mexico, and of the manner in 
which he was finally court-martialed and 
executed, 

“Although the Emperor 4d!d 
Mexico until the spring of 1864, t spirit 
of op ion was 680 great that in the 
utumn of 1865 he decided, as a precaution- 
ary measure, to send the Empress Carlotta 
out of the country. Maximilian and 1 had 
been friends from boyhood, We had trav- 
eled together and fought together, and at 
his request I had accompanied him to Mex- 
ico, when he went there to become Em- 
peror. He had faith in my friendship, and 
had appointed me an officer of his court. 
When he decided to seclude the Empress 
he entrusted her implicitly into my care 
and ordered me to take her to Yucatan. A 
Visit to the United States was not consid- 
ered advisable, owing to the national pre- 
judice existing in this country against 
®laximilian and the schemes of Napoieon 
lil, Yucatan was the nearest other coun- 
try of any prominence, and the Emperor 
desired to send her there, believing that 
fhe would be safe. The journey from 
Chapultepec, then the national capital, re- 
quired only a ehorg time. We traveled 
incognito, and thus escaped annoyance. 
Bul it is not probable that even the revo- 
lutionists would have made any hostile 
demonstrations, as much as they hated 
Maximilian and his royal ideas, for the 
Empress had endeared herself to the hearts 
of all classes by her gentleness and piety 
and philanthropic works.

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“Nothing daunted by the first refusal 
Napoleon to admit_ her. lingered 
Paris three weeks, making almost> dai 
callg at the palace, The Empress Eugenie, 
who had brought about the marriage of 
Maximilian and Carlotta, deeply sympa- 
thized with her, and called on her every 
day. At last Carlotta secured an audience 
with Napoleon, but it did no good. Besides 
the Austro-Prussian war, the United States 
had warned the French nation to keep its 
hands off of Mexico, and even then the re- 
call of Napoleon's troops from the land of 
the Montezumas was being arranged, Re- 
fusal meant war with the United States, 
and with so much to look after at homa, 
the Emperor could not afford to keep the 
Promise he had made to Maximilian.

“A more tragic interview probably never 
took place in any country. The beautiful 
young Empress pleaded the cause of her 
husband with desperato earnestness and 
zeal. Napoleon:hesitated, questioned, pon- 
dered and became confused, Finally he an- 
nounced his decision that he could not af- 
fom! to have his troops remain In Mexico. 
Then and there he broke the sacred con. 
tract he had made with Maximilian three 
years before, and by that act he broke the 
heart of poor Cariotu. 

“So intense was the strain under wh'ch 
che had been laboring that all at once, 
while in the presence of Napoleon, her mind 
gave way. He was the only witness, but in 
great haste and alarm he summoned the 
court physicians, @nd at the same time I 
was admitted to the room in which ghe 
lay, guffering such mental agony is is sel. 
dom witnessed, 
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“The poor woman’s health was shattered 
by the shock of the Emperor’s refusaltocome 
to her husband's a.d, combined with the Keen 
disappointment at the conduct of her broth. 
er, King Leopold, yet she insisted on going 
to Rome to interview tha Pope, and nothing 
could restrain her. Her dementia was ap- 
parent when we departed from Paris and 
anxious indeed were the days of that mem- 
orable journey. Fortunately the Empress 
was not-violent, but the weight of the re- 
sponsibility I carried was so great that I 
could searcely eat or sleep. What if any- 
thing should happen to her, thousands of 
miles away from home? It was a terrible 
thought Even then Maximilian 4d not 
know of the condition of her mind. 

“After the day they parted at Vera Cruz 
they never met again, 

“Even before we left Paris afl Europe 

as aware of Carlotta’s affliction. Her 
health was broken and her mental suffer. 
ings were such as to arouse the deepest 
pity. 

“Wea reached Rome in safety and secured 
an audience with Pope Pius IX. On 
occasion her dementia was appare oa 
startling degree. She refused a cup of 
choa@olate offered her by the Pope, cla!m.- 
ing it was poisoned. During the interview 
she became a raving maniac. After great 
difficulty she was conveyed to a hotel and 
jater to Miramrare, to the wonderful palace 
which Maximilian had erected for her 
pleasure on @ picturesque promontory in 
the Adriatic Se She inbored under the 
delusion that everything offered her was 
poisoned and nothing could remove this 
impression from her disordered mind. She 
refused all food except that which ashe 
rrepared for he rself. She was taken charge 
of by the royal relatives of her husband in 
Austria, but later, at the order of her 
brother and against the advice of her phy- 
siclans, she was removed to Belgium and 
placed in a retreat at Tervueren. That 
place was burn and she Was taken fo » 
similar institution at Bouchout, Ove miles 
from Rruseseis, where she is to-day. 

“For more than a quarter of a century 
she knew nothing the tragic death of 
Emperor Maximilian.

“The mission of Carlotta to Paris and 
Rome, as a matter of course, considering 
her condition, was a fallure Even had she 
been possessed of all her facvfities, her 
eloquence and charms of manner would 
have availed her nothing. Napoleon was 
not in a position to carry out his promige 
and as Maximilian had failed to keep his 
agreement with the Catholic Church and 
had disregarded the edicts of the Pope, the 
latter did not feel bound to carry out his 
part of the contract. History has already 
recorded how these conditions sealed the 
doom of Maximilian in Mexico. 


“I have never seen Carlotta since the 
day I left her tn charge of relatives and 
friends at Miramare, the birthplace of Max- 
imiijian. I hastened back to Mexico to be 
with the Emperor in success or defeat, and 
remained with him until the day of his 
death. 

“A few months ago it was reported that 
Carlotta was regaining her mind, and that 
ehe longed to visit Mexico. The Mexican 
Government offered to extend to her every 
courtesy In the event of such a visit, but 
her condition was not «uch as to perm 
travel. Recently it was published that she 
was on the verge of death, but nothing has 
been heard of her condition since then. 

“Poor Carlotta! The tragedy of her life 
is one of the most pathetic tn all history. 
For more than thirty years this once gra- 
cious and beautiful woman has gazed 
through prison bars upon a world tn which 
there remains for her no joy. Napoleon 
would have been merciful {f he had etricken 
her dead. The biow that he gave her was 
worse than fatal. 

“Maximilian had heard of her affilction be- 
fore I returned to Mexico.

Keayne dwelt in a 
comfortable house 
on the spot which 
we now describe as 
the corner of Wash- 
ington and State 
streets. 

Now it came to 
pass that one day, 
as Capt. MNeayne 
opened his door in 
the early morning 
to inhale the air, he 
discovered a stray 
sow rooting about 
in the dooryard. He 
did not recognize it 
as the property of 
any of his tmmedi- 
ate neighbors, and 
as in all probability 
a pound had not at 
that day been instil- 
tuted, the Captain 
drove the stray ani- 
mal dnto his own 
sty and shut the 
door upon her. 

He then posted 
sundry notices 
about the town, 
calling upon the 
owner of the sow to 
apnear and claim 
and take away his 
property. 

The Captain also 
procured the ser- 
vices of the town 
crier. But it was all 
in vain. Many came 
to look at the sow, 
but no claimant for 
her appeared and 
the long days of 
summer and

Keayne. At 
the sharp, 
days of the 
rapidly approaching 
winter admonished 
the Captain that the 
time for pig stick- 
ing had arrived.

Eight Years of Her Life Have Been 
Passed in Darkness but Not 


Without Profit. 


RS. W. W. RICE ts a widow living at 
the little village of Wyatt, in Ellis 
County, Tex. Her youngest child. 

Ruby, has just passed her tenth birthday. 
Ruby was born on Oct. 21, 1887, near tne 
Village of Armour, in the northern portion 
of Limestone County, Tex where her 
father was then farming. In the fall of 
1889, cerbro-spinal meningitis, with spotted 
fever accompaniment, became epidemic in 
the neighborhood of the Rice farnlly. 

Ruby, her father and two brothers were 
stricken. The father and one of the sons 
died. Little Ruby lingered between life and 
death for five weeks, when she began a slow 
recovery. At the end of three months she 
could sit up and from that time on she had 
to learn anew to walk, just as she learned 
in her early babyhood. Her illness left her 
totally blind and deaf, and has never 
since been able to articulate. 

In spite of her great misfortune, Ruby is 
a bright, intelligent and pretty child. When 
the writer called Ruby and another little 
girl were seated on the floor before the fire, 
eating pecans. Although unabie to see or 
hear she, by some means ed to know 
that a stranger was in the house and began 
at once to find him. Llaving located the 
visitor she grasped his hand in welcome, 
then reaching out for her brother and sister 
she drew their hands to his, indicating that 
they should shake hands with the stranger 
In a little while her mother entered the 
room, when-the girl went through the same 
maneuver, placing her mother’s hand in 
that of the. visitor. 


She 1s almost entirely self-taught. Her 
mother does what she can to heip the little 
one, but most of the advancement is 
to the child's Intelligent use of her marvel. 
ously developed sense of touch. 

When the scribe rose to go Ruby, though 
standing several feet away, seemed to know 
what he was doing and ran to the bed, got 
his hat and cane and brought them to him. 
She rarely hurts herself by running against

Though 
rather small and slender for her age, Ruby 
has enjoyed good health s'nce. she went 
through the fearful ordeal which depnived 
her of sight, hearing and speech, and has a 
good appetite usually. She has a carte 
blanche on the safe, and draws upon it at 
intervals between meals. She is especially 
fond of frults and vegetables. 

Besides her doll, she has a cat, of which 
she is quite fond, and she also loves to 
play with chickens. Not long since she got 
up in the night when all the rest of the 
fam'ly were asleep and went to the fowl- 
house, where she found a hen that was de- 
elrous of getting. Ruby procured a box, in 
which she fixed up a nest of straw and 
gathering up all the eggs she could find, 
some three or four dozen, she set the hen 
up in business, placing the box upon the 
sewing machine, where her mother found ig 
next morning. 

She often goes Into the fowl-house—al- 
Ways at night—and catches chickens, which 
she puts into a coop. Next day, after amus 
ing herseif with them a while, she turns 
them out. The chickens do not seem to be 
afraid of her, and let her fondle them with 
apparent pleasure. If any one else turns 
out chickens that she puts up she cries 
about it. As may be supposed, litle Ruby 
is very much humored, and as far as posal. 
ble, she is allowed to do just as she pieases 
and amuse herself as sults her best, 

lier affectionate disposition is strongly 
manifested in-her fondness for babies and 
love for her playmates. The little children 
in the village all love her and seem to make 
her understand a great many things which 
would appear to be beyond the comprehen- 
sion of one in her condition. Her sociable 
nature makes the companionship of children 
a source of great pleasure, which she shows 
in many ways. Having been deprived of 
her sight and hearing at so tender an age 
it is probable that little Ruby does not real- 
ize her great loss and her life, let us hope, 
may be one of serenity and calm enjoy- 
mest.

During the recent yellow fever scape in 
the South, embracing the States of Ala- 
bama, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, Louls- 
fana, Tenneesee, DTlinols and Texas, 4,110 
cases were ofiicially reported. There were 
f4 deaths, or 11.4 per cent. 

During 1892, in the city of St. Louls alone, 
there were 3,624 cases of typho'd fever and 
hid deaths, 
14.18. 

In New Orleans this year there were 1,818 
cases of yellow fever and 264 deaths, The 
mortality was 14.43 per cent.

RAISING OF THE QUARANTINE SUMMONS SOUTHERN REFUGEES BACK TO THEIR HOMES. 


The number of yellow fever cases in the 
South this year was only 13.10 per cent ir 
excess of the number of typhoid fever c#ses 
in St. Louis in 1892. 

The rate of deaths In St. Louts from ty- 
phoid fever in 1892, accordiag to the census 
of 189), Was one,%o every 878 inhabitants. 
The rate from yellow fever in New Orleans 
in. 1897 was one to every 910 population, 


In Chicago in 1892 there were 1,489 deaths 
from typhoid fever—nearly six times the 
number that died from yellow fever in New 
Orleans fm 1897. In 1893 there were 1,997 deaths 
from typhoid fever in Chicago—more than 
seven times,the number of deaths from 
vellaw fever in New Orleans this year. 

In New York City, during the decade 
from 1882 to 1892, there was an average of 


366 deaths annually from typho!d fever—103 
more each year than died from yellow fever 
in New Orleans in 1897. 

In Philadelphia in 1892 there were 137 
deaths from typhoid fever; tn Cincinnati in 
1896, 164. 

These figures, which are official, are 
plainly in favor of New Orleans and the 
South. They afford a deadly parallel which 


cannot fa’l to impress thoughtful people, 
The only wonder is that a comparison has 
never been made before now. 

It is Fear, and not Death, that works 
harm to the people of the South, just as set 
forth in the old Spanish story of Death and 
the Hermit. It !s Fear that kills. Death {s 
not the monster he js reputed to be. 

Did the people fly from St. Louis in 1892, 


when 514 persons died of malignant d'sease 
within two or three months? Did they fly 
from Chicago during the same year, whet 
1,489 people died? Most certainiyynot. They 
kept right on about their business. There 
may have been a feeling of anxiety and in- 
security, but it did not create a panic, nor 
did it affect the public welfare. The Health 
Department did its best work and kept the

itself it is no more deadly than typhi 
fever and other malignant diseases whi 
play havoc with humanity when they ha 
an opportunity. As here shown, its rs 
ages are not as great, under ordinary ¢ 
cumstances, as those of typhoid fever. 

One explanation of this state of affa 
may be that people become used to typhi 
fever and so are inclined te overlook 
deadly qualities. It works steadily, t 
never overtime, and In the course of a y¢ . 
makes a fearful record. But {t never t 
comes a wholesale epidemic, and for t) 
reason creates no widespread alarm. Y 
low fever, on the other hand, comes witt 
rush, when it does come, sweeps ht 
dreds before it, and then disappears. 1 
phold fever is like a persistent enemy. Y¥ 
low fever ts a scourge. It is like a gia 
dealing blows right and left with a bh 
geon. People become frightened and f 
from his presence, but when the mons 
departs they return. 

So it Is with yellow fever and the quarsr 
tine restrictions. The giant appears, k 
ing many and threatening others, When 
commences his preparations to depart ¢ 
restrictions are partially removed.

HOWARD SECURES A VERDICT AGAIN 


that he would deliver a lecture on a new 
religion—new to the general public, but as 
old as the hiflls and coeval with the stars, 
according to its expounder. The lecture 
proved to be incoherent, and as the herald 
of a new religion Col, Price was a failure. 

Accompanying Col. Price was a stranger 
of fine appearance and singularly attractive 
person. This was Dr. Granby Staunton 
Howard. He appeared to’ be a well-pre- 
served man of 4 years, but he confessed to 
three score. He was 6 feet 2 Inches in height 
and weighed 200 pounds. His face was cov- 
ered by an firon-gray beard, trimmed to a 
point. ‘His hair, long and wavy, was combed 
back in the fashion affected by poets and 
men of mystery. He could have given cards 
and spades to any of Bulwer Lytton’'s won- 
derful heroes. 

By slow degrees he permitted the facts 
concerning his personality to permeate the 
minds of his gaping worshipers. Descended— 
he claimed—from the Howards of Norfolk, 
he was one of the thirty barons of England 
by right. His mother was a Hindoo begum 
and from her he claimed the title of Prince 

ya. He had been a member of 
Parliament, had commanded seven- 
teenth Lancers and had served in the Sepoy 
rebellion in India. He had been a ‘fal 
Queen's commissioner to the Confederate 
States of America, in 1861, and was a mem- 
ber of the Royal Yacht Club. He had taken 
all the degrees of. Masonry in Great Britain, 


the 


Canada and the United States, to say noth- 
ing of several scores of degrees in India. He 
had trotted across this country in the suite 
of the Princeof Wales, and was a welcome 
guest at Balmoral and Windsor Castle. His 
Northumberland estate covered 20,000 acres, 
He had sunk millions in MaximilNan’s Mexe 
ican bonds, and had a crown grant in Can- 
ada as big as aijprincipality. As to orders 
and decorations,"he had them all. In fact, 
there seemed to be nothing on earth in 
which he did not have a hand. He was the 
real thing. 

jut these things were as dross to the 
great Howard. They were of the earth 
earthy. It was ag a mystic that he dealt the 
cards from the bottom of the deck. A class 
of eighteen ladies of St. Louis was organized 
to sit at his feet and learn the truth. 

To none of them could the full truth be 
revealed at once. It must come by degrees. 
The awful effulgence of a full revelation 
would have produced paralysis or death. So 
62°.d the doctor, who finally announced his 
full title as the Sage of Aru 

As such he clamed supernatural powers, 
was in constant communication with 
certain beneficent spirits, who closely 
guarded welfare. He could call up 
spirits from the vasty deep or the River 
Des Peres with equal facility. He was 
haunted by evil spirits, who sought to over- 
throw his great projects. He was on !n- 
timate terms with the angel Gabriel. His

dog was possessed of a devil. He com- 
muned with the stars and cast horoscopes 
several times a day. He was the reincar- 
nation of Rameses III. He could see spir- 
its around him just as easily as Von der 
Ahe’s catcher can see a high fly in the 
right field. Ha knew more than the man 
who wrote the dictionary and had forgot- 
tune more knowledge than is contained in 
an encyclopedia, He was the Grand Spon- 
sor of the Occidental Branch of the Orient- 
al Order of the Sat Bai Kooha, which had 
its habitat in the Himalayan Mountains, 
and was very mysterious and dreadful. The 
chelas or students of the order could only 
be admitted after years of hardship, pov- 
erty and deprivation. By h’s followers he 
was addressed as “‘Dear Master” and ‘!Dear 
Lord.’”’ He claimed to be the legitimate 
successor of Jesus Christ and Prince Sid- 
dartha. He was, in fact, the reincarnation 
of both Christ and Buddha, 

Such was the character of the man who 
appeared in St, Louis and wound his toils 
around the wealthy persons who were des- 
tined to rue the day they met him. 

It was at Howard's request that Mr. 
Specht purchased the magnificent old man- 
or Known as Gunston Hall, in Virginia. 
It was to be used for the purpose of found- 
ing a permanent home for the order in 
America, where the chelas could be edu- 
cated tn the principles of the new religion. 
The Famous was burned tn November, 1891, 
and goon after that Mr. Specht sold out

his interest In the concern, which he had 
established, for he thad already conter- 
plated going East to enjoy the million or 
more he had accumulated, Consequently, 
while he was not overstocked with faith 
in Howard, he was induced to buy the Vir- 
ginia property through the influence of his 
wife, who believed in the doctor, heart and 
soul. 

Once safely installed in their new Vir- 
ginia home, the troubles of the Spechts 
commenced, 

That their fortune was not entirely 
wrecked was due to the presence of their 
son, Joseph Specht, who for a time was 
a dellever Ip Howard's doctrines. Young 
Specht had been wild and was credited 
with having sown his wild oats with a 
drill, the ordinary hand method being too 
slow. But his worldly knowledge stooa 
him in good stead before his struggle with 
Howard was at an end. 


The connection of Howard with the 
Spechts makes a long story. The manner 
in which he “worked” them {ts thrilling— 
almost incredible. One of his first move- 
ments was to secure $5,000 in cash. After 
that funds were easy, until Mr. Specht and 
his son had their suspicions aroused by 
circumstances which were plain to persons 
not blinded by thelr faith tn the artful 
doctor. The amount obtained by him 
through his influence over Mrs. Specht 
may never be known, but it was vast. She 


willed her entire fortune, tncluding Gunst 
Hall, worth $75,000, to Dr. Howard. § 
devoted her entire HUfe to the ca 
represented, On this account her fag 
was for a time disrupted.

After.sixteen yoarsa of study and experi- 
ment Mr. Mowery has perfected an instru- 
ment which he feels confident and which 
men who should know ass. him fills a 
distinct want and will place him and his 
family beyond the possibility of hunger. 

He calls -his invention a telluriam, ‘“‘More 
accurately,” he explains, “it is a lunar and 
terrestrial telluriam.” If his visitor is still 
torn by doubts, he says: “It is an in- 
strument to illustrate the motions of the 
earth.””’ That makes it plain. 

In the winter of 1881 Mr. Mowery was 
teaching a country school in Sarpy County, 
Nebraska. He had one pupil, a boy, who 
had a terrible way of asking questions and 
demanding reasons, One day the class was 
being instructed in some of the effects of 
the earth’s motions. 

The teacher had just finished explaining 
the six months’ day and the six months 
night at the poles. The boy was interested. 
“Why is it day six months and night six 
months?’’ he asked.

Mr. Mowery continued to teach school 
in Sarpy County two years. All his spare 
time he devoted to the telluriam, wh'ch 
had taken sufficiently definite shape in his 
mind to admit of being named. 

New perplexities arose at every step, but 
the more difficult his task grew the more 
fascinating it became and he thought or 
talked about little else, 

His wife at first took no stock in his 
idea. She was like the boy. She didn’t 
understand. She had a suspicion that Mr, 
Mowery had some astronomical wheels in 
his head. 

Finaily she saw the point of it all and 
shared his anxieties and his disappoint- 
ments. 

He quit teaching school and went back 
to his trade of carpenter, because that 
gave him greater opportunities for experi- 
menting. .In 1885 he removed with his fam- 
ily to Hot Springs, Ark., and continued to 
work at his trade when he was not working 
at his idea.

Many times he thought he had swept 
aside the last obstacle to fame and fortune, 
only to find another lack which had to De 
overcome. 

Despair selzed him more than once. Sev- 
eral times he thrust his idea from him 
rudely and turned his thoughts resolutely 
to practical things. But the idea always 
pursued him and wooed him and it always 
ended the same way. He went back to his 
mistress and was more devoted than ever, 

Step by step the details. were worked out. 
His coquettish mistress still withhetd from 
him one secret. That was how to control 
the inclination of the earth’s axis. He had 
tried a spiral, but it would not do.

F A MACHINE constructed on the bal- 
loon principle is ever successful in aerial 
navigation it will be a swimming, not a 

flying machine, 


The relation of a balloon to air is the same 
as that of a fish to water—each floats in its 
own element. Air and water resistance are 
the same in principle, though not in degree. 
Nature has furnished the water fish with a 
contour for overcgming water resistance. 
Following the teaching of nature, the con- 
tour of the balloon, or airfish, should cor- 
respond with that of the water fish, Nature 
has endowed the water fish with a locomo- 
tion that enables it to paddle its own canoe, 
but the only endowment the balloon fish has 
is the power to lift. This lifting power can 
carry a man up to the clouds, but a man in 
the clouds is a lever without a fulcrum. To 
utilize this floating or lifting power the bal. 
loon must be held down where a man can 
get a foothold. 
Now, a bicycle ts everlastingly wanting to 
topple over and a balloon is eternally want- 
ing to go up. Reasoning along this line, It 
seems plausible that a wheel and balloon 
combination should prove mutually helpful— 
the wheel holding the balloon down and the 
balloon holding the wheel up. 
Let us harness them together and see. 
A single wheel five feet in diameter in @ 
frame with the saddle about twelve inches 
above wheel. Immediately In front and 
about twelve inches above saddle are the 
handle bars. Secured to handle bars is an 
upright, on top of which fs @ balloon of 100 
pounds lifting capacity. The balloon turns 
with handle bars and operates as a rudder 
for steering.

A chap- 
eron is indispensable. Indeed, rarely are the pair left in each other's society. Were the conditions otherwise, it Is 
doubtful whether the youth of this generation would be apt to take advantage of the situation. It is understood. that 
well-bred people do not indulge in familarities and that lovers, no matter how sincere their mutual. passion: may be, 
are not expected to express it. To display affection is vulgar, in the minds of our end-of-the century young men and 
maidens and we see engaged couples in public looking extremely bored with each other, while in private they exchange 
platitudes with a really praiseworthy zeal. 


As I write this, I have in mind the spectacle of a fashionable couple, but recently engaged, whom it was my 
good fortune to observe last summer at a popular resort. One evening—a delicious evening, filled with perfume and 
moonlight and the spangles of starlit water—the young girl, yielding to a momentary thrill of rapture of the kind that 
in days of yore would have caused her lover’s heart to thump riotously against his dress-coat, remarked: , “Look, 
Harry! Did you ever see anything more exquisite than that track of moonbeams across the water?” ‘Very pretty,” 
assented Harry, lazily. Then after a pregnant pause: “Have you noticed,” said he, “that we haven’t had corned-beef 
hash for breakfast once this week?”

ILLIAM CARROLL WOODWARD, 
alias “Big Hawley,’’ one of the 
best known gamblers in the world, 
was at one time a reporter for 

the old St. Louis News. That was seven- 
teen years ago. The paper was then edited 
by ‘Mr. George Mills. City Editor George 
Eddy soon discovered that the remarkable 
romances turned in by Woodward were by 
no means founded on fact, and that his 
gources of information were, to say the 
least, questionable. Woodward did not long 
remain on the staff of the News. 

He was then only 20 years old. He was 
born in Memphis, Tenn., and came of a 
prominent family, Both his father and his 
grandfather, it is said, were Supreme Judges 
of the State of Tennessee. He was reared 
in luxury. In schoo! he stood always at the 
head of his aon. He was naturally 
brilliant. He was graceful dancer, and 
women adored him. even before he had at- 
tained his majority. His sweetheart was 
Helen Dauvray,

ieces were freely circulated in St. Louis. 

hey were made of 5-cent pieces, carefully 
gilded. United States secret service men 
were put on the case. Woodward was be- 
trayed by his accomplices, and hastened to- 
ward Chicago on a Chicago & Alton tra‘n. 

The detectives followed and captured him 
at Alton. He was handcuffed and put 
aboard a train, to be tdken back to 5t. 
Louis for examination before the United 
States District Court. As the train ap- 
proached the Eads bridge the detectives 
were sitting in the rear, sat'sfied that their 
handcuffed prisoner was secure. In gepite 
of his chains, Woodward rushed to the door 
and, when the train was in the middle of 
the bridge approach, he made a flying leap 
on the trestle, a distance of forty feet, and 
eacaped. 

Before the detectives could reach the door 
the train had gained rapid headway. Had 
they jumped after their prisoner, they 
would undoubtedly have been killed. 

“Billy’’ Woodward, as “‘Big Hawley” was 
then called, made his way to a blacksmith’s 
shop, where he persuaded the «mith to 
strike off his shackles. He then hurried to 
the river bank, stole a skiff below East 
St. Louis, and escaped by way of the Mis-

The Princess 
presided at two stalls, selling photographs 
of Queen Victoria, signed by Her Majesty, 
at a guinea each. The whole stock 
was sold in a few minutes. Thereupon the

There was dengue fever in plenty, 
and many victims of it thought they had 


yellow fever. ¥ 
‘All through the South this visitation of 


yellow fever was about the lightest ever 
known. The percentage of deaths to cases 
was not as large 4s it would have been 
in an equal number of typhoid fever cases, 
but so many people were sick that the 
physicians almost Worked themselves to 
death answering the calls made upon them. 

“Tt is a mistake to suppose physicians 
reap a harvest of dollars during yellow 
fever epidernics. In Mobile nearly every- 
body who had the means to do so left town, 
and only the poor people were left. For 
every yellow fever patient for which a dollar 
was paid he had to treat ninety-nine for 


nothing.’’

only the needs of the single man, but of 
families also, and for a merely geominai 
sum. 
“The alm of the scheme is to afford poor 
people an opportunity to maintain their 
self-respect and to red the number of 
beggars. The scheme h@#® ‘been much of an 
experiment in the past, but we have studied 
the details closely dur'ng the two years it 
has been in operation and are confident now 
of our ability to make the cheap restau- 
rant a brilliant success, 

“Last year {t was not nearly so self-sup- 

orting as could have been wished for. 

e fed nearly 800 people every day, and 
the average cost of the meals to each cus- 
tomer was a little over 3 cents.

TONE OF THE NEW YORK 
STOCK MARKET. 


GRANGER SHARES THE LEADERS 


Wall Street Takes Great Interest in | 
the Probability That Congress 
Will Take Up the Currency. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—The strength 
which developed in the stock market at the 
close of business yesterday was resumed 
at the opening this morning. The market 
was under the same leadership as yesterday, 
and a part of its strength waa apparently 
reflected from the decided firmness of Man- 
hattan, sugar refining and Northern Pa- 
cific. The reports that the Supreme Court’s 
decision in the Nebraska maximum freight 
rate case would be decided in favor of the 
railroads on Monday were again influential , 
in the trading. .Little influence was exerted 
here, either by the London quotations for 
Americans or by the subsequent small deal- 
ings for foreign account. The London mar- 
ket was, however, reported as being un- 
favorably affected by the disturbances in 
Vienna and by the reports of a Franco-Brit- 
ish clash in West Africa. The covering of 
short contracts was a feature of the deal- 
ings to-day. 

The Granger shares were moderately ac- 
tive and firm. There was no particular 
news bearing on the general s:tuat.on to- 
day apart from the various reports of the 
mercantile agencies and the technical trade 
and financial journals. The general tenor 
of the reports was gratifying, and a number 
of railway companies made statements of 
earnings cover.ng various periods which 
were likewise caygetihen 3 exhibits, The fig- 
ures are printed elsewhere in this paper. 

The market gained strength steadily with 
the course of the morning, and there was 
also a decided increase in animation. 

The Granger shares assumed the lead in 
the later dealings and advances of 1 point 
were noted in their cases. 

Sugar Refining was also strong and active 
on reports regarding the imposition by the 
Treasury of countervailing duties on sugars 
‘mported from bounty paying countries. 
The close was strong at or near the highest 
price of the day. 

While querulous complaints against the 
prevalent dullness is everywhere heard in 
Wall street, the condition in question is at 
least logical. 

A general equilibrium has been struck, 
and the market is now awaiting new de- 
termining developments. It is the inevitable 
tendency of Wall Street to discount and 
anticipate the future, and the homely say- 
.ng as to the impossibility of eating one’s 
cake and having it, too, may be pertinently 
applied to the present situation in the mar- 
ket. If there could be any certainty that 
the present business, agricultural and 
money market conditions would be perma- 
nent, it covld safely be asserted that many 
securit.es are unduly cheap. No such as- 
surance, of course, exists. Our fine grain 
crop is being marketed under gratifying 
circumstances and another wet summer in 
Europe would guarantee continued high 
prices for our wheat. This its, of course, 
a matter for future determ_nation. So, too, 
while nothing in the actual present outlock 
indicates a disturbance in the money mar- 
Ket it is now too early to tell what will be 
the effects of the proposed legislation On 
the currency. When it is suggested to re- 
tire the greenback issue of $346,000,000 and 
exchange for them the notes of national 
banks, or to retire the $230,000,000 of nation. 
al bank notes and replace them with Gov- 
ernment notes, it may readily be seen that 
apart from the merits of e_ther proposition 
a period of adjustment and of possible de- 
rangement of money market conditions is 
at least to De gravely considered. In short, 
whatever may be the outcome of the matter 
it is certain. that a very serious question 
is to be opened, and it is not by any means 
clear that the present is the most oppor- 
tune time for launching the scheme. It 
would at least be well to fortify the po- 
sition occupied In the politico-financial bat- 
tle of 1896, before making an avowal of its 
imperfections to the enemy. 

The rather negative results of the week’s 
dealings on the stock exchange are char- 
acteristic of a thoroughly professional 
speculation. The problem as to how one 
shall raise oneself by tugging at one’s own 
boot straps has never been worked out, and 
under existing laws of gravitation and 
physics it Is conceded to be impossible, yet 
wonder is expressed that the stock market 
should fail to develop a tendency in either 
direction. The truth is that actual liquida- 
tion is missing, and on the other hand 
there is no public demand for securities of 
Other than an investment class. Hence 
one day’s advance in the stock market are 
logically counterbalanced by complimentary 
recessions, when the buyers seek to realize 
their profits the next day or vice versa. 

The additional value created by the gen- 
eral c.rcumstances embraced in the busi- 
ness, agr-cultural and money market, is re- 
flected in the differences between present 
prices and those of last May. The imme- 
diate outlook comprises the meeting of 
Congress a week from Tuesday and the 
decision long expected im the Nebraska 
maximum freight rate case. Every traffic 
returns to make exceilent comparative 
showings, and the dividends paid itn the 
last fiscal year are practically insured for 
the current per'od, with the certainty that 
a number of corporations will be able tou 
do better by their shareholders. The busi. 
ness situation as a whole ia satisfactory. 
Manufacturers have not yet felt the full 
benefit of the increased urchasing power 
of the community, which will appear as 
stocks on hand are cleared up and a good 
spring trade is practically assured. Out of 
our harvest of wheat we have sold at good 
prices 100,000,000 bushels to the world and 
as much more must be exported before 
foreign requirements can be relieved by 
next year’s crops. The market for securi. 
ties resting on this basis, with the scaling 
pruning and elimination of surplus capitali. 
zation involved in the reorganizing process 
of the past five years, cannot be held to 
be in a top heavy or dangerous posit'on.

After an acrimonious discussion, lasting 
from 10:30 o'clock until 1 yesterday, 200 pub- 
lic school teachers of St. Louis, who gath- 
ered in the auditorium of the High School, 
eucceeded in° organizing the St. Louis 
Teachers’ Annuity and Relief Assoc‘ation. ~ 

Assistant Superintendent of Schools Mur- 
phy was chosen permanent president of the 
association and Henning Prentiss, principal 
of Hodgen School, was named permanent 
@ecretary. 

Although the decision to organize and ac- 
cept a constitutiop already drawn up was 
unanimous, there was anything but a har- 
monious spirit hovering over the meeting. 
Those who didn’t vote “no” against all 
propositions which finally placed the or- 
ganization on its feet evidently did so to 
avoid further unpleasantness. 

While the votes on different motions were 
being taken many teachers left the hall. 
One man, the principal of an important 
echool, said something like ‘‘ponsense”’ as 
he jumped up and bolted. 

The rock upon which the body of teach- 
ers has been split for two years or more 
has been the constitutionality of such an 
organization and the manner of its R0v- 
ernment. It has been claimed that tne State 
of Missouri had no more right to legislate 
for the school teachers than it had to legis- 
Jate for the barbers, ‘he carpenters, or the 
tailors. Legislation for the school teachers 
was class legislation of the strongest kind. 

Again, it was urged that the constitution 
adopted yesterday contained a clause point- 
edly opposed to State laws. The claise in 
question is to be found in séction 6, which 
sets forth that no person shall become an 
annuitant who shall riot have paid into the 
treasury @ sum equal to 20 per cent of the 
annual salary received by him at the time 
of making application fer annuity. 

The laws of Missouri expresssly forbid 
any public employe being compelled to con- 
tribuie to any fund or public association. 
On the ground that school teachers are pub- 
Jic employes this section is said to be direct- 
ly opposed to the State laws. . 

John H. Rabe, principal of the Irving 
School, who has opposed the organization 
of the association on the lines it finally 
adopted, was the standard bearer of the 
a@nti-constitutionites yesterday. He spoke 
éharply on the dangers of the constitution 
gust adopted. Mr. Rabe said in part: 

I am in favor of creating a fund that may be 
used for the purpose of taking care of such 
teachers as may be unable to discharge the 
duties of their chosen profession. Should I 
become disabled and in need of assistance, I 
would gladly accept aid from such a source. 
But an available fund does not exist. It 
Should exist, and the question naturally arises 
@8 to wherejn the fault lies. The answer is, 
that what has been every teachers’ business 
bas been no teachers’ business. We teachers 
as a body, have not- done our duty in the 
matter, and I must say right here that those 
who have taken the matter in hand deserve our 
thanks. 

I am sorry IT cannot approve the means em- 
ployed for accomplishing this end. When the 
. Subject was discussed a little more than a 

ear ago, and I found that the State Legislature 

as asked to legislate for us, I opposed it. I 
held then—and I have not changed my opinion 
that the State Legislature has no more right 
to make a pension law for the teachers than it 
has to pass such a measure for doctors and 
lawyers, Where did the Eastern States get the 

nsion idea? From Europe. We got it from 
he East. We get many things from the East

The constitution, as drafted for the St. Louls 
Teachers’ Annuity Fund, is defective and vis. 
toby According to the constitution, one per 

ent of my Salary paid into this fund wil] 

ive me a nice eum annually, say $800. when 

am disabled. Very good, indeed. But how 
fs this to be done? The constitution explains 
the method. One per cent paid into the 
treasury to create a capital will not yield 
sufficient income to pay the promised annul- 
ties. But the constitution wisely provides to 
increase this fund by ‘‘donations, legacies, 

ifts, bequests’? and other visionary means. 

n the meantime, while these uncertain means 
are materializing, we must draw on the orig- 
inal fund. In the order of nature and in the 
course of time the tangible means must be- 
come exhausted. 

Then the constitution further provides that 
the trustees may make a proportionate redue- 
tion of the annuity. In case of the complete 
disappearance of the fund the trustees may 
be relieved of further responsiblity by declar- 
ing the annuitant sufficiently recovered = in 
— to look for somé other means of sup-

CHICAGO, Ill., Nov. 27.—Nicholas Marzen, 
convicted of murder in Chicago on purely 
cireumstantial evidence, has twice stood in 
the shadows of the gallows erected for his 
execution. 

Marzen is writing a book, two chapters 
of which, already finished, are given to a 
description of the feelings of a man who 
firmly believes that there are but a few 
fleeting moments between him and eternity. 

This man convicted of a murder is a 
master of the German native tongue. The 
streneth of his story loses something, per- 
haps, by translation, but there remains a 
vividness in the recital which shows th® 
awful agony which possessed the man’s 
mind during-the hours when the death- 
watch sat beside him, and when every few 
minutes there rang through the jail corri- 
dors the echo of the hammer-strokes nec- 
essary in building his g:bbet. 

Nicholas Marzen still stands within the 
shadow of a felon’s death, but he says the 
darkness is lifting and that not far off he 
sees the Hight. The Supreme Court has 
granted a supersedeas in his case and a new 
tr.al is expected. ‘‘From that trial,’’ says 
the convicted man, “there can nothing 
come but an aequittal.’”’ 

Marzen occupies a cell with Adolph L. 
Lueigert, the sausage maker, charged with 
kil.ing his wife and then dissolving her 
body in a vat of caustic soda. Marzen was 
a butcher by trade, and he had business 
deal.ngs with Luetgert long before either 
was charged with murder. On January 30, 
18%, Frederick Holzhueter disappeared from 
his Chicago home. Three weeks afterward 
his body was found in a clump of trees on 
the prair‘e at Ninety-fifth street and West- 
ern avenue. The arms were bared and en- 
circling the head, and tied at the wrists 
with a piece of rope. Underneath the arms 
were the ashes of a fire, permeated by the 
emel] o1 Kerosene. The skull was split as 
though with a cleaver. The lower Imbs 
had been partially destroyed by fire, while 
og of the body had been devoured by 

ogs. The clothing had been saturated with 
kerosene, and a quantity of it had been 
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poured into the mouth of the murdered 
man. 

The condition of the body showed that 
Holzhueter had been dead for fully three 
weeks. Other circumstances made it clear 
that the body had been removed to the iso- 
lated spot on the prairie only a few days 
before it was found. 

From the moment the murdered man's 
disappearance had been reported to the po- 
lice Marzen had been shadowed at inter- 
vals. It was shown to the satisfact'on of 
the officers that he was the last person seen 
with Holzheuter. 

The officers admitted, however, that the 
shadowing disclosed nothing suspicious in 
Marzen’s conduct. He was convicted of the 
orime principally because his wagon had 
been found thoroughly saturated with kero- 
sense, Also that he had known Holzheuter 
to be 'n aeons of a large sum of money, 
and that he had made an engagement to 
ride into the country with the murdered 
man on the night of the disappearance. 

Marzen admitted that he had made an en- 
gagement with Holzheuter to go into the 
country, but he said that the latter had 
failed to keep hie appointment. Another 
witness said that he had seen Holzheuter 
talking to a stranger who was in appear- 
ance totally unlike Marzen at a late hour 
on the n ght of the disappearance. 

However, Marzen was convicted after a 
trial of seven weeks’ duration and was sen- 
sgn to be hanged Friday, May 15, 1896, 
fe tells in ‘his book of what he supposed 
Were to be his last hours. 

“The agony of unrest,’’ he says, “began 
two weeks before the time set for my ex- 
ecution. I was innocent of the crime for 
which I was convicted. Before God I was 
innocent, and standing on the gallows with 
the shriving words of the priest still in my 
ears, I would have declared innocence with 
my last breath. I had hoped that the Gov- 
ernor would grant a respite, but the hope 
a to wane and my heart and soul were

nocent one whose hand is unstained by the 
blood of man.

Then it flashed 
across me that what I had heard was the 
first hammer stroke in the building of my 
gallows, The sound was repeated again and 
again. It came, and as every blow fell 
upon the scaffold beams the echo. struck 
into my brain. 
“Shortly afterward they came into my 
cell and gave me a suit of black clothes 
for my shroud. I dressed myself, believing 
that I was preparing for the grave. Then 
all at once the horror seemed to lift. I be- 
came as calm ae a child, The fever left 
my eyes and no fear haunted me. I knew 
then that I was to die with the courage 
of a man, and that. the feeling that had 
gone before was not fear, but simply a 
shuddering at the thought of the death 
which I, innocent, must die. 

“They were leading me - the death cham- 
ber, when, just as the last stroke of the 
gibbet was sounding in my ears, a man 
appeared waving a yellow bit of paper. It 
was a telegram from Gov. Altgeld putting 
off for eight months the execution of the 
sentence of death. 
‘A jubilation took possession of me which 
I cannot even attempt to describe. I had 
been snatched from the shadow of the gai- 
lows and from the very brink of a felon’'s 
grave. That night sleep was as much a 
stranger to my eyes as it had been the 
night before, when I. believed I had death 
for a bed-fellow.”’ 

When the eight months granted by Gov. 
Altgeld had passed, with the exception of 
less than forty-eight hours, ‘‘Nic’’ Marzen 
stood once more face to face with death 
by the noose. Once more was the gallows 
erected and once more was the death watch 
set. Marzen had firmly believed up to a 
week before this second day set for his 
hanging, that the Supreme Court would in- 
terfere in his case, but as the time went 


on and there were but two sunsets and one 
sunrise between him and death 


he lost 
hope. In describing his feelings when on 
the threshold of eternity a second time he 
says that he was in an agony of anxiety, 
that fear and hallucination were ab- 


sent qualities. He felt, he says, that it 
would be little short of wicked to cut off 
a man after hope had been held out to 
him until it seemed a_certainty that he was 
to be allowed to live. 

He heard once more the hammer-strokes 
as the gallows was put together. Once 
more the priést came to hear his confes- 
sion and to prepare him for eternity. Once 
more he prepared a statement of his inno- 
«ence of the crime charged, and once more 
he steeled himself to walk to his death like 
aman. Then again, at almost the last mo- 
ment, came a dispatch telling him that the 
Supreme Court had granted a supersedeas. 
Th‘'s court meets next month, and ‘‘Nic’’ 
Marzen will soon know whether he is 
once more to stand trial for his life or is 
to be sentenced for a third time, not only 
to death, but to the horrors which for days 
precede the march to the gallows. 

A large part of Marzen’s book is gijven 
over to a description of what he says 
were the methods employed by the police 
in obtaining evidence against him. Much o? 
this evidence, he declares, was manufac- 
tured, the claim being the same as that 
advanced by Luetgert, who says that the 
Chicago police bulldoze people into giving

Edward Blackburn, a deputy constable tn 
Justice F. A. Cline’s court, is in trouble 
with the United States Government because 
in the discharge of his constabular duties 
he violated the Federal laws. 

It became necessary for Blackburn to 
levy upon the stock of liquid refreshments 
ai Horn’s saloon at Old Manchester road 
and Dalton avenue. Then an order was ise 
sued by the justice who. heard the case to 
sell the goods under attachment. 

Blackburn concluded that a public sale 
was unnecessary. A private salé, he 
Shought, was all right, and several kegs of 
beer were sold at retail. The matter was 
reported to the Federa] authorities, and 
Assistant District Attorney Anthony 
caused an inforenation to issue. 

Blackburn was arrested and his prelimin- 
ary hearing was had before United States 
Commissioner Gray yesterday afternoon. 
Blackburn admitted that he sold the goods 
as charged in the information. But he 
showed the order of the court authorizin 
him to make the sale, and he complied with 
it not thinking he was violating any law. 

Commissioner Gray said the case was pe- 
culiar and he would let a jury decide 
whether there had been a violation. Black- 
burn was held to the Federal Grand-jury in 
a $200 bond.

DITCHED SEVEN IRON MOUN- 
TAIN FREIGHT OARS. 


TOO YOUNG TO BE ARRESTED, 


He Told His Parents of the Melodrama 
He Had Prodyted, and the Po- 
lice Let Him Alone, 


As a boy train wrecker Ernest Beller, 7 
years old, has distinulshed himself in a re. 
markable manner. 

As a result of his tampering with a sw#@ch 
there are seven freight cars wrecked on an 
embankment near Ivory avenue, in Caron- 
delet. 

Ernest Beller is the son of poor parents 
who live in a miserable hovel at 836 South 
Seventh street. Since school opened he has 
devoted Saturdays to gathering coal from 
the Iron Mountain road tracks, 

The coal he would “yor Saturday would 
last through the week at home. 

Yesterday was spent the same as other 
Saturdays, witli the exception that a train 
was wrecked and about $2,000 worth of mer- 
chandise demolished, besides the seven cars. 

At. 1:39 p. m. Ernst Beller ran up to the 
switch at Ivory avenue. The switch leads 
from the Oak Hill branch of the Iron Moun- 
tain down to the iron furnaces. 

The boy pulled the pin from the switch- 
handle and threw the rails of the single 
track from the connection with the switch 

Five minutes later the through freight 
from the Southwest on the Iron Mountain 
approached. The train Is a heavy one and 
stops only at important stations. Conse- 
quently the train of twenty-three loaded 
cars was under a good head of speed when 
the Ivory avenue switch was reached. 

Engineer Touhey saw the open switch too 
late. He reversed the lever as soon ag pos- 
sible, but the ‘engine mages over the 
switch and went to the embankment. Sev- 
en cars followed and broke away from the 
engine.

The boy, Ernest Beller, stood forty yards 
away and looked on.

Two hours later the police called on 
young Ernest Beller and he told them how 
he had wrecked the train.

Frank Stetson Tells of the 
Heibel Saloon Robbery. 


HE MAKES A_ CONFESSION. 


THE PRISONER, CAUGHT AT HOT 
SPRINGS, SAYS GEORGE WIL- 
LIAMS FIRED THE SHOT. 


HE AND SHcLDON MEET. 


The Latter Weakens When Advised to 
“Save His Neck” and Also Talks 
to the Detectives—Williams 
Now Being Chased. 


Frank Stetson, one of the highwaymen 
who robbed Peter Heibel’s saloon at Jef- 
ferson and Scott avenues, on the night of 
the 15th inst., and who is charged with the 
murder of Policeman Nicholas Hunt, has 


confessed. 

Stetson was brought to St. Louis Satur- 
day morning by Detective McCarthy, who, 
w th Detective Smith and an officer of Hot 
Springs, Ark., arrested him in that city 
he day previous. 

; ie ie R slim built, beardless youth of 18. 
He does not seem to realize the seriousness 
of the charge against him. He readily ad- 
mits that he participated in the hold-up, 
but den es that he fired a shot at any one. 
Ha claims that he did not know Hunt had 
been shot until last Tuesday, when he 
read an account of the murder in a St. 
Louis newspaper, 

Stetson stated that he, Sheldon and Geo, 
Williams, aliaa Little, alias “St. Paul Tip,” 
committed the robbery, and that it was the 
latter that shot Hunt. He says Wiillams 
was shot by the policeman durng the 
chase, and that he has reason to believe 
that Williams is now in Memphis, severely 
wounded. 

Detective Smith arrived in Memphie Sat- 
urday night. 

In response to-the questions of Chief of 
Detectives Desmond Stetson made the fol- 
lowing statement shortly after his arrival: 

‘Tl am 18 years old. My home is at 90 
West Mohawk street, Buffalo, N. Y., where 
my mother still resides. My father, Charles 
Stetson, is manager and traveling salesman 
for the Schonk Sign Co. of Chicago. For 
the past three months I have been tramp- 
ing about the country, 

“T arrived in St. Louis about a week be- 
fore we got into this trouble. The day after 
my arrival I met Williams and Sheldon in 
a hobo ealoon. They were trampeé like my- 
eelf. We struck up an acquaintance, and 
‘on their invitation I lived with them ina 
room at 710 South Broadway. several other 
hoboes occupied the same room, We were 
all broke and Sheldon, Williams and myself 
owreed to rob some saloon. Willlams was 
the ring leader, The morning of the robbery 
we strolled around town to pick out an easy 
place We eelected Heibel’s place as the 
soltest snap. we could find. Early in the 
evehing we left our room to do ihe job, It 
fas raini hard. We all had pistols and 

cerchiefs to use as masks. 
fore we reached the ealoon we 
v our revolvers and arranged our masks, 
Williams entered the saloon first, Sheldon 
followed and-I came last. JI] remained at 
the door as a guard and to watch for the 
police. 

“Leveling our pistols we ordered the oc- 
cupanits of ihe ealoon to throw up their 
hi s They obeyed. Willlams jumped over 

* and robbed the cash drawer while 
lined the occupants up and went 
through them, When the job was done we 
ran out and went south, turning east at 
the first alley. Sheldon and I were in the 
lead with Williams about a half a block be- 
hind. When we were nearly through the 
alley we heard some one shooting at Us 
from behind. Turning around I saw Wil- 
liams fire one shot at a man standing at 
the mouth of the alley. We kept on and 
in running around the round-house Sheldon 
andl feli-in a pile of sand. 

“We jumped up and I ran up the railroad

May Kellard, Charged With Forgery by the Wife of a Harlem Mil- 
lionaire, Whose Fortune She Has Spent and 
Who Is Now in a Mad House. 
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THD MAD MILLIONAIRE. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—A discarded wife 
whose husband, an inmate of a madchouse, 
ruined as she slaims by a woman whom the 
wife charges with forgery and is trying to 
send to Sing Sing, make up the characters 
in a strange case, the first trial of which 
has just closed in the Genera! Sess‘ons 
Court, It is the trial of May Kellard, 
charged with the forgery of a $1,000 note 
bearing the name of Mrs. Virginia Wood. 

The jury disagreed, and May Kellard has 
been unable to give bond anl must remain 
in jail. The jury which has tried her for 
forgery announced that they could not 
agree after numerous ballots and stood 7 to 
5 for acquittal. 

May Kellard is the product or the result 
of an unhampered Hife in a great city. By 
one class of people she was known as the 
Tombs Angel, a missionary in the tene- 
ments, a wayfarer’s friend, and her home 
and purse were ever open to fallen women, 

By others she was known as the mis- 
tress of William G. Wood, Known as the 
Hiarlem millionaire, and it was his thou- 
sands she was spending. 

It is charged that when his cash ran 
short she made him borrow money on pa- 
per carrying his wife’s forged indorsement. 
Then, it is alleged, she forged the wife's 
name also and on that charge she was in- 
dicted. Mrs. Woods is fighting her vi- 
ciously. 

While Miss Kellard was a shining light at 
the Door of Hope Refuge she first became 
prominent as the friend of Barbara Aub, 
who had charged Walter Lanegan with 
assault. One man had been all but convict- 
ed—and few believe he was innocent—when 
Miss Aub, under Miss Kellard’s influences, 
went before Justice Goff and declared that 
her evidence was perjured and that Lane. 
gan wes innocent. No one has been able 
to expla'n the case satisfactorily. 

Later her double life with Wood became 
public and still later M‘ss Kellard appeared 
as the companion and friend of “Baroness” 
Blane, who was involved in an unpaid 
board bill et a prominent hotel. 

The defense was able to show at the out- 
set that Mrs Wood was pursuing relentless- 
ly the woman who had helped ruin the life 
of her husband. He Is an inmate of the in- 
sane asylum at Middletown, to which he 
was sent rather than to State prison, for he 
had forged his wife’s name to $30,900 worth 
of notes. 

There wag a dramatic episode near the 
close of the trial when Mr. Wood entered 
the court-room in the care of a keeper from 
the asylum. Assistant District Attorney 
Lleyd, in his opening for the prosecution,

Kellar told the story of her life. She was

A cell in the Tombs ‘!s neither a con- 
venient or suitable dressing-room for a 
woman who has been used to al] the re- 
finement and luxuries of the toltlet—a wom- 
an who has spent $40,600 within little more 
than ten years. 

She was poorly dressed. The roses were 
gone from her eheeks. The fine feathers 
that had made her a fine DdDird in other days 
were missing. Her clothing was shabby, 
positively shabby. She is now the posses- 
sor of one old straw hat. In the days gone 
by she was the owner of what the Paris- 
fan milliners are pleased to call ‘‘confec- 
t'ons’’ that in themselves represent a for- 
tune, . 

Five years ago she was one of the hand- 
somest women in town. 

Gowned like a princess in velvet and sable, 
with diamonds as big as hazelnuts and as 
white as frost work swinging from her ears, 
always With a huge cluster of Parma vio- 
lets on her breast, she was a striking and 
attractive figure at matinees and on the 
promenade. Yesterday her glorious black 
eyes with their long curling lashes were red 
and swollen from continual weeping. Her 
formerly plump, peachy cheeks are sunken 
and the lines are deepening round the full 
lips. Her superb black hair, once smooth 
and stfining as satin and dressed with elab- 
orate detail, was carelessly brushed back 
and braided in a knot at the back.

Creedon Putting On the Finishing 
Touches at Palos, a Town 
Near Chicago. 


Of Kid McCoy, who is in training to fight 
Dan Creedon of St. Louis, the New York 
World of Thursday last has this to say: 

“Kid McCoy, the middleweight boxer, who 
is matched to mect Dan Creedon of Aus- 
tralia in a twenty-round contest at the 
Long Island City Athletic Club on Dec. LW, 
practically for the middleweight champion- 
ship of the world and a purse of $7,500 
which is being given by Sam Austin and 
Honest John Kelly, started in training for 
the contest for the first time at Fellx 
Bohm’s road-house at New Dorp, 8. I., on 
Monday. 

When McCoy arrived at his training quar- 
ters his trainer. boc Payne, the middlie- 
welght boxer of Cleveland, had everything 
ready for him to begin his work. 

He donned the clothes which he is always 
in the habit of wearing when he is training 
for a fizht, and began to annihilate a new 
punching ball which he had been made a 
present of while he was in Chicago, He did 
not stop punching the ball until he was told 
to do so by his trainer. 

McCoy did not show the slightest sign 
of being tired and after putting on a pair 
of eight-ounce gloves he boxed four fast 
rounds with Payne. 

The gloves were then put away and Mc- 
Coy wresiled with his trainer for fifteen 
minutes, McCoy letting Payne do all the 
roughing and also the hard work. 

By this time dinner was ready and 
MeCoy and Payne and also Kid McPart- 
land, who ts training at the same place for 
his fight with Joe Burke; Jerome Quigley, 
with his trainer, Joe Falvey, sat down to 
dispose of the excellent repast which Mrs. 
Boehm had prepared for them, 

After dinner McCoy, McPartland, Payne 
and Falvey started out for an elght-mile 
walk, wearing heavy sweaters and under- 
clothes. After walking a mile and a half 
of the Mo- 
ravian Cemetery at New Dorp. McPartland 
suggested that they walk through the’ceme. 
tery and the other three consented,

McCoy goes to bed at 9:50 every night and 
rises at 7 o’clock in the morning, and will 
hereafter begin his day’s training by tak- 
ing a salt-water bath, after which he will 
eat his breakfast and take part im the 
eame exercise which has already been 
mentioned. 

McCoy feels confident he will defeat Cree- 
don, and has already organized a theatrical 
company which he intends to take on the 
road after his fight, McCoy meeting all 
comers in four-round contests. 

McCoy is at present trying to secure Tom- 
my West to assist Doc Payne in gett-ng 
him in shape. McCoy says he intends to 
enter the ning at 160 pounds, 

Dan Creedon js at Palos, Ill., near Chica- 
ro, working hard to get in shape for his 
meeting with McCoy.

Said to Have Been Hung Up by the 
Nashville Race Track Folks.

LEXINGTON, Ky., Nov. 25.—Something 
of a sensation has been caused among 
horsemen here by a report which has been 


brought from Nashville as to the manner 
in which matters have been conducted at 
the meeting at Cumberland Park, now near- 
ing its close. The Nashville people here, 
according to the report, have Goan sailing 
under false colors, so to speak. They have 
been guilty of misrepresentation as™to the 
sizo of the purses which they have been 
hanging up. Their daily programmes have 
announced that thelr purses are of $200 and 

400 each, and in the form sheets the purses 
are reported to be of the amounts named— 
generally four of $200 each and another of 
$250. It is said, however, that the amount 
actually hung up for each and every race 
down there is $150, no more and no less, 
$100 to the winner, $35 to the second horse 
and $15 to the third. 

This story has not been had _ second- 
handed. A reputable horseman who has 
been at Nashville and who raced there is 
authority for the statement that while the 
daily programme and the race condition 
S:ips specifying that purses of $200 and $250 
are to be given the horsemen when they 
settle must do so on the basis of $150 in 
every case. He says that when recently Mr, 
Doss of the firm of Doss & Storey, owners 
of Bridgeton, called at the office of the sec- 
retary for the first money won in @ race by 
that horse he was banded $100. The pro- 
gramme announced that the purse was $200, 
of which $150 to the first, etc. Ross called Mr, 
Walter Palmer's attention to the fact.

Embalming Fluid in Taylor’s 
Veins Destroys Evidence. 


DIED OF ACUTE GASTRITIS. 


FANNIE JONES, TAYLOR’S COM- 
PANION, COMES BACK AND 
Is CAUGHT. 


MRS. TAYLOR ACCUSES HER. 


The Wife Says She Kept Up the In- 
surance on Advice of a Neigh- 
bor Woman, Using 
Rent Money. 


Thomas Shackelford, Mary Long and 
Nettie Taylor, all colored, are in the hold- 
over on suspicion of having murdered 
George W. Taylor, the colored porter of the 
Anti-Kamnia Medical Company, at 172 
Olive street. 

Taylor died, presumably from the effect 
of arsenical poisoning. The police, who in- 
vestigated the death, claim Shackelford ad- 
ministered the poison at the instigation of 
Nettie Taylor, the dead man’s wife, the 
beneficiary of an insurance policy for $1,000 
on Taylor's life. 

Four other persons, all negroes living at 
154 Pine street; were poisoned at the same 
time that Taylor was. They recovered. 

George Taylor, living at 24 Targee street, 
is the dead man. Several months ago he 
left his wife and got a room at 150 Pine 
street. In a few weeks he took a woman 
there to live with him. She was not his 
wife. 

Among Taylor's friends was Shackelford 
and when Taylor left his wife at 2 Targee 
street, Shackelford moved in and has since 
been living with Mrs. Taylor, the police 
stare. 

Shackelford was a frequent visitor to Tay- 
lor in the Pine street house, Last Mon- 
dav he was there early. 

On the table in the room occupied by Tay- 
lor and the woman was a bucket of cold 
coffee. Shackelford took the coffee down- 
staurs co Mrs. Mattie Jackson, who runs 
the house, and asked her to warm it up 
for Taylor. 

Mrs. Jackson poured the coffee into her 
own coffee pot, brought it to a boil and 
poured it back into the bucket Shackelford 
had brought, she says. Then she proceeded 
to make coffee for her own family, and neg- 
lected to rinse out the pot she had used for 
Shackelford. 

Mattie Jackson drank the coffee and so 
did Mary Jones, Mary Harris and Mollie 
Adams, thrce young negro women living in 
the house. 

The four women soon became deathly fll. 
Drs. Ryan of 1410 P_ne street and Fernwood 
of 2830 Adams street were called to attend 
them. Doth physicians said the women were 
suffering from arsenic poisoning. 

When Shackelferd took the bucket of 
coffee upetairs to Taylor the man drank it 
all. Shackelford refused to touch it, the 
police say, but pressed Taylor to drink. 
Immediately Taylor became jill. The woman 
dosed him with hot salt and water, but no 
physic_an was summoned, 

Taylor drank the coffee last Monday. He 
went to bed. The woman nursed him and 
Shackelford was a daily visitor. 

Wednesday Taylor became delirious, Fri- 
day morning he got out of bed and etag- 
gered to his okl home at 24 Targee street. 
His wife admiited him. 

No sooner @id he pass the threshold than 
he reeled and fell to the floor. He was put 
to bed, but in an hour he was dead, 

The Coroner was notified that Taylor d'ed 
without medical attendance. In this way 
the police learned of the case Saturday. 
They promptly made an investigation. 

Mrs. Jackson told them of an attempt 
made by Shackelford to poleon Taylor three 
weeks ago. Shackelford went to see Tay- 
lor and the woman, and took them a bottle 
of whisky. Taylor and the woman drank 
from the bottle, but immediately spat it 
out. Touis Williams, clerk at the Baltz 
Drug Company’s_ store, Fourteenth and 
Chestnut, told Taylor, when he took the 
bottle there. that it contained two parts 
whiskv and one part carbolic acid. 

Dr. Neitert of the Coroner’s office made 
am post-mortem on the body of Taylor Sat- 
urday afternoon. He found the direct cause 
of death to be acute gastritis, which dis- 
ease could have easily been produced by 
arsenical potsoning,. 

The dead man’s stomach was removed 
for a chemical analysis. 

“We will have it examined for arsenic 
by the City Chemist,’ said Dr. Nietert. “If 
arsenic was the poison employed we will 
have gome difficulty in establishing it. 
After the man died the body was am- 
balmed. lndertakers in embalming bodies 
inject large quantities of arsenic into the 
veins. The arsenic so injected may overrun 
and hide any arsenic previously adminis- 
tered, 

“Acute gastritis means the man died of 
inflammation of the stomach, Arsenic ad- 
ministered would be a powerful irritant 
and could easily cause gastritis. The tin- 
quest will be held at 10 o’clock Monday.” 

Shackelford, held in the holdover for 
murder, denies that he poisoned the man. 
He says tho coffee was heated for him by 
Mary Long, and if anybody poisoned Tay- 
lor it was Fannie Jones, the woman with 
whom the dead man had been living on 
Pine street. This woman disappeared. The 
police were unable to locate her. They 
placed a man on watch at her room. After 
dark she came home. She was arrested.
